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UPON KERR’S WITHDRAWAL 


But There Are Others Who Are Ready to 
Bet He Will Not Get the Nomination 
for Mayor=—Ald. Madden Confident of 
His Own Success—Lawrence P. Boyle 
Gives the Election Commissioners an 
Opinion That They May Construe the 
Law as Allowing a Special Registration. 
Ald. Kerr’s withdrawal from the contest for 


the Republiean nomination for Mayor and his 


declaration in favor of George B. Swift 
geemed to the politicians at the first blush 
yesterday to settle the affair in favor of Mr. 
Swift. Many of the* Republican politicians 
who had hitherto held back declared in favor 
of the acting Mayor and visitea his office to 
announce themselves. But there were men 
ready to bet yesterday afternoon Swift would 
not be the Republican nominee, Ald, 
Madden said he would = get the nomi- 
pation. He said: “I have promises of 
support from enough influential leaders to 
insure my nomination, if the convention 
ghould be held Saturday. Ithink I will be 
stronger two weeks frorn Saturday.”’ Ald. No- 
ble, who usually leads in the Thirty-first 
Ward delegation, Lloyd Smith, and W. A. 
Tucker of the Twenty-fifth Ward, who have 
hitherto maintained a neutral attitude, de- 
elared for Swift yesterday. So did all the 
Kerr managers, Perry A. Hull, Dorsey Pat- 
ton, Tom Quincy, and George W. Crawford. 
One of Swift’s lieutenants said last evening: 

“Our candidate will be nominated by ac- 
clamation. He is now supported by the men 
who usually control delegations in the follow- 
jing wards: First, Second, Third, Sixth, 
Seventh, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fif- 
teenth. Twentieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-sec- 
ond, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, Twenty- 
fifth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty- 
eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, 
Thirty-second, Thirty-third, and Thirty-fourth. 
1 think Ald. Madden will withdraw in a few 
days in favor of Swift.” 

George B. Swift was last night indorsed for 
Mayor by tue Republicans of the Sixth Pre- 
cinct of the Thirteenth Ward. 


City Hall Democrats Scared. 


The City Hall Democrats fear they will lose 
their places whoever is elected Mayor. They 
are more afraid of some of the candidates 
named on the Democratic side than they are 
of a Republican. They are therefore trying 
to find some candidate whom they consider 
favorable tothem. They are now balancing 
between Frank Wenter and John A. 
King. James J. Townsend spent some 
time about the City Hall yesterday 
laboring with the boys in behalf 
of King. He reported considerable progress 
and King is really considered an availiable 
candidade on account of his residence in the 
West Division and his wealth. Wenter has 
not made much progress, though he is an 
avowed candidate. The Germans do not 
geem to favor him. W. C. Seipp, E.S. Dreyer, 
Rudolph Brand, and the Hesings are for John 
P. Hopkins. Somehow the Democratic bosses 
acted yesterday as if they considered A. S. 
Trude out of the race. Hehas said nothing 
to warrant that assumption, however. At the 
same time he has not said he would bea can- 
didate. If heis really out of the race, and 
that will not be known for some days, the 
fight will settle down between King and Hop- 
kins. It will be warm and interesting. The 
City Hall men will turn up eventualiy on the 
side of King, itis said. ‘We will not have 
Hopkins at any price,’’ said one of them yes- 
terday. 

Hopkins is now in Washington. His friends 
have been saying that before he returns some 
of his friends will be appointed for the Fed- 
eral offtes in Chicago. The appointment of 
Collector of Internal Revenue should be an- 
nounced today if Hopkins’ friends are well 
informed. If Spangler or Nelson should be 
appointed, that, it is believed, would help to

It will be observed that the decision of the 
Ohio Supreme Court cited holds that even five 
days was an excessive period of time to close the 
registry prior to election. 

n the case you now have under consideration 
the time between the last day of registration and 
the proposed day of election for Mayor is so 
much greater than the time involved in any of 
the cases passed upon by the Supreme Coorts, 
and is so much longer than is necessary for any 

reparation by the election officers of the books 
or use on election day, that I_ am seriously in- 
clined to the opinion, though I do not feel war- 
radted in stating it as my advice to you, that, if 
the Supreme Court of our State were to pass 
specifically upon this section of the law rolating 
to special elections, it would hold it to be a seri- 
ous and unwarranted encroachment upon the 
right of the citizen to exerc se the elective fran- 
chise which is guaranteed to him by the Consti- 
tution. eM 

When it is considered that, if we do not provide 
for a day of registration prior to the coming elec- 
tion, fifty-six days will Have intervened between 
the last day of registration and the day of elec- 
tion, and that thousands of citizens, otherwise 
possess ali the legal qualifications of voters, 
ebarred, from the privilege of voting,

this case assumes a serious aspect. 

Stability of title in the incumbent of an office, 
and especially so in the incumbency of the high 
office of Mayor of this great city, is nssential to a 
proper administration of civic affairs, and all 
good citizens desire that the verdict of the people 
at the polls should clothe the succéssful contest- 
ant for office withaclear and unquestionable 
title to the same. 

Should you shut out this large nomber of 
voters from their right to exercise the elective 
franchise by refusing to afford them an oppor- 
tunity to register, the validity of the election 
might be questioned. 


In a case like the one before you, fraught as it 


is with legal difficuities, it only remains for you 
to do in the light of the law ana the facts what 
seems to be your daty. Even then you may err, 
but, should you err, do so on the side of the poo- 
ple and of right. 

Will Probably Order a Registration. 


The Election Board, it is said, will do just 
as the Democratic bosses dictate, which will 
probably be to ordera day of special regis- 
tration to enable the lodging-house tramps of 
the First, Eighteenth, and Twenty-fourth 
Wards to get on the registry.

Returns from a Twelfth Ward Precinct in 
a Sorry Tangle«Progress of the Canvass, 
This morning William Keyes, John Leach,

H. C, Toye, clerks of election, will be sum- 
moned before the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners to tell why the returns from the 
Twenty-fourth Precinct of the Twelfth Ward, 
where they were on duty, are in such bad con- 
dition.

TESTIMONY AS TO ROCK ISLAND WRECK. 


Conflicting Evidence Gathered by the .Cor- 


\ 


oner Anent the Eggleston Horror. ‘ 

The inquest over the remains of those killed 
in the wreck on the Rock Island road at Eg- 
gleston last Wednesday was begun yesterday 
morning. C. B. Ortman, the only trainman 
under arrest, heard the proceedings. Ortman 
was in charge of the rearend signals on the 
suburban train. Burton A. Knapp,a book- 
keepéeMiiving at Morgan Park, was the first 
witness. - He said: 

I was a passenger onthe suburban. When we 
reached Eggleston I jumped off. The first thing 
that attracted my attention was the rear col- 
lettor, who stoodat the rear endof the train 
signaling with hislantern. I then saw the dim 
outlines of an engine about 200 feet back on the 
same track. A moment later it was about to 
crash into the suburban train. I saw the col- 
lector wave his lantern until he had to run to 
keep from being injured. Then came the col- 
lision. 

Engineer Samuel N. Dickerman, who had 
charge of the through train, gave his story as 
follows: 

We found signals at Fifty-ninth street indicat- 
ing the track was clearto Englewood. We pulled 
out of Englewood all right, and the next thing that 
happened was the collision. 1 think | was about 
twenty-five feet from the rear end of the sub- 
urban when I shut off steam and set the brakes. 
We struck the train as I was sliding down from 
my seat. 

Conductor N. W, Freeman of the suburban 


train testified : 


The train was due to leave Van Buren street at 
5:50. We were delayed possibly a minute in 
pull out. This was due to the fog, which pre- 
vented our seeing a the intersecti 
switch lights. We made a full stop at Sixteent 
street and received our signal to pull ahead. 
We ran slowly and cautiously going over 
the crossing and lost a little more time. 
The next stop was Twenty-second street. and we 
left there two minutes late. The next stop was 
at Thirty-ninth street. A Lake Shore train 
ahead delayed us until when we left Thirty-ninth 
street we were five minutes late. At the Fifty- 
firet street stop we were ‘still five minutes late. 
At Englewood we arrived six minutes late. We 
left seven minutes late and three minutes ahead 
of the through train’s time. No further time was 
lost, and we reached Eggleston still seven min- 
utes late. e were pulling out of the station 
when the crash came, I hurried toward the rear 
and on my way met Flagman Ortman, who 

varded the rear. I asked him why he had not 
tasden out the fusee signals for No. 11, which 
was following. He told me that he had thrown 
out his last fusee between the tracks we were on 
when between Sixty-ninth street and Normal! 
Park. LIordered him out ahead thep to flag in- 
coming trains. 

John J. Porter, collector of the suburban 
train, gavé substantially the same story up to 
the time of the collision as given by Conductor 
Freeman. Here his story differs. He says: 

At Eggleston Ihad helped several passengers 
off and had again boarded the train to look 
through and see if more passengers were coming. 
] was on the forward platform of the last car. 
As I looked back l saw the headlight of No. 11 
coming down on us. I pulled the bell cord im- 
mediately and gave the signal to pull out. I 
then jumped to the depot platform and kept sig- 
naling with my lantern to go ahead. In a 
moment the oncoming locomotive struck our 
train.

BEATS ALL.IN SPEED. 


UNITED STATES ORUISER OOLUMBLA 
GIVEN-AN ONOFFIOIAL RUN. 


Its Spin Over the Measured Course Made 
at 22.87 Knots an Hour Under Forced 
DrafteFeature of Trial Is Steadi- 
ness of the ShipeThe Three Engines 
Work at Maximum Velocity of 136 
Revolations a Minute—Official Tést to 
Be Made Tomorrow. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 14.—The United States 
cruiser Columbia was given an unofficial spin 
this afternoon under forced draft over the 
measured course between Cape Ann and Cape 
Porpoise, which is a trifle less than forty-four 
knots long, and it made the unprecedented 
speed of 22.87 knots an hour, an excess of 
1.87 knots over the contract requirement of 
twenty-one knots an hour. Thissplendid feat 
was accomplished under conditions of wind, 
weather, and sea that could not be improved 
upon. 

In order to take advantage of the tidal con- 


ditions it was necessary that the Columbia | 


should be gotten out of the harbor early, and 
Capt. Sargent therefore weighed anchor 
soon after 2 o’clock this morning and got 
away from the rendezvousin Président Roads. 
The huge ship was anchored just outside the 
harbor until nearly 8 o'clock, when, after 
getting Commander Cooper and Naval Con- 
structor Feasler on board, it started toward 
Cape Ann, thirty miles distant. These two 
officers, with Capt. Matthews and Chief 
Engineer Farmers, were the orly members of 
the trial board on the ship, Admiral Belknap, 
Commander Cook, and Lieut.-Commander 
Hemphill preferring to defer visiting the ship 
until Thursday, when the official trial prob- 
ably will be made. 
To Forced Draft Pitch, 

The first of the eight white buoys, which 
mark the straight line of the course, was 
The speed was grad- 
ually increased until within a few miles of 
the end of the course, by which time the boil- 
ers and engines had been worked up to 
‘“* forced draft” pitch. Seven-eighths of the 
trip, however, was made under natural draft. 
The time of the trip up the course was a little 
over two hours, 20% knots an hour being the 
average. At 12:45,p. m, the line was crossed 
on the record-breaking journey. In the mean- 
time Cramp's chief engineer, John Patterson, 
who has charge of the engine and 
fire rooms, had completed all prepara- 
tions for forced draft, the condition 
which develops every atom of exertion that 
ean be got out of boilers and machinery. 
Every opening through which air might pass, 
except the blowers, was carefully.closed. The 
three immense engines’ which turned the 
shafts connected with the three screws were 
working at a speed of 134 revolutions a min. 
ute. Soon after the starting-line was crossed 
this speed was increased to 135 revolutions a 
minute and later on the maximum velocity of 
136 was reached. 

Chief Engineer Towne, United States navy, 
who designed the engines and who was in the 
engine-room during the run, says the average 
under forced draft was 132 revolutions each 
minute, . 

Steadily, likea beautiful piece of machinery, 
the Columbia plowed its way through the 
water, its speed being almost equal to that of 
the average railroad train. There apparently 
was no urusual excitement aboard, the naval 
officers and guests standing around in groups 
diseussing the probable speed the cruiser 
would develop. Occasionally trips were made 
to the stern to observe the magnificent effect 
produced by the triple screws, which thrashed 
the water into a white foam and threw great 
masses of it nearly ten feet into the air. At 
the bow the effect produ by the rapid part- 
ng. of the water was equally beautiful. 

here camea display of excitement when 
the seventh buoy had been passed and the 
cruiser was making its last desperate effort. 
Everybody on deck stood, timepiece in hand, 
eagerly awaiting the hoarse whistle which was 
to announce t the goal line had been 
crossed. The moment the sound was heard 
there was a general seene of réjuicing among 
the men who had participated in the greatest 
speed effort ever made by a Warship. 


Prospects for Final Trial. 


The finish was made at 2:49, the time for 
the run being 1 hour, 55 minutes, 34 seconds. 
The course is 43 968-1,000 knots long, and 
this would give a speed average of 22.87 
knots an hour. The fact shouid be taken into 
consideration that there was no provision in 
today’s run for tidal correction, suchas will 
be made when the official trial trip comes off. 
The tidal corrections at most are not expected 
to deduct more than one-tenth of a knot from 
its speed. This would leave today’s perform- 
ance at more than 22% krots. 

The feature of today’s remarkable run was 
the steadiness of the ship. The sea was not 
more than ordinarily disturbed by the swift 
passage of the huge cruiser over its surface 
and there was an entire absence of either roll- 
ing or pitching. This, according to the ex- 
perts, is due to the fineness of the lines on 
which the ship was constructed. After the 
race was finished the machinery was brought 
back to, natural draft and the cruiser 
steamed: back to its anchorage, which was 
reached at about 3:30 o’clock. 

‘The outlook tonight is that there will be no 
change within the next forty-eight hours for 
the official trial. The three engines today de- 
veloped about 21,000 horse-power, which is 
1,000 less than their estimated capacity. The 
engineers claim that the engines are capable 
of 138 revolutions a minute, which velocity, 
if obtained. ought to produce a speed of not 
less than twenty-three knots an hour, making 
the Columbia absolutely faster than anythin 
afloat. Even if today’s speed is not exceed 
the cruiser will earn for its builders a speed 
premium of $350,000, 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 14.—The cruiser 
Olympia went into dry-dock at the Union 
iron works today. By the Jatter part of the 
week it will be ready for its official trial trip. 
It will hardly leave port for the run in Santa 
Barbara channel before Monday next. The 
general opinion is that the record of twenty- 
one and one-fourth knots will be upheld and 
probably improved,

NO OVERHEAD ELECTRIC WIRES. 

A year and a half ago the Council author- 
ized the North and “West Side Street railroad 
companies to operate their lines — 

By Belgian pattern,eompressed air, gas, electric, 
or any motor or motive power which. said com- 
panies, or cither of them, shall see fit to adopt 
and use; provided, however, that such motor or 
motive power shal! be practically noiseless, and 
befure using shail be aoproved by the Mayor and 
Commissioner of Public Works. In the event of 
electric power being used, the same shall be 


placed under ground. and its method of cunstruc- 


tion shall first be approved by the Commissioner 
of Patilic Works. 

The limitation that if electrie power were 
used it should be placed under ground was 
not acceptable to the companies, and they 
consented to it only because an attempt to 
pass over thé Mayor's veto an ordinance 
which did not contuin it was a failure. 

At that time the companies had great hopes 
of the motors with which they were expori- 
mounting and were confident that they could 
find. some pattern which they could use on 
their horse car lines so as to furnish more 
rapid transit. Those hopes have not been 
fulfilled altogether, and the burning up last 
week of most of the motors which the North 
Side company had in use has been followed 
by an appliqation to the Council to modify 
the ordinance of 1892 so as to allow the 
North and West Side companies to use over- 
head wires, 

This application is prompted evidently by 
the impending competition of the elevated 
roads. The Lake Street **L”’ has blotted out 
practically two West Side horse car lines. 
The Metropolitan will dispose of others. In 
the coursé of time the Lake Street road will 
build its North Side branch and will be a 
formidable competitor. In order that that 
rivalry may be met, and without loss of time, 
permission is asked to use the trolley system 
on such streets as Lake, Randolph, and Van 
Buren east and west of the South Branch and 
on Larrabee, Sedgwick, Market, and North 
State. Are the property-owners. willing to 
consent to that for the sake of more rapid 
transit? 

The companies are authorized now to use 
electricity underground. There ds a small 
electric road of that kind on the North Side, 
which has been freed trom its original de- 
fects and now is working very well. ‘The cost 
of construction is greater than if overhead 
wires are used and it takes longer to get it in 
running order. Those are the two objections 
to an underground system on the part of the 
street railroad companies. They want to 
build cheaply and at once, so that they may 
compete on better terms with the elevated 
roads. 

Undoubtedly the people who have to use 
horse car lines would be pleased were they 
given more rapid transit, but they do not 
want to pay too dearly for it. Ifthe death 
risk is increased décidedly rapid transit loses 
its advantages. The trolley method which 
these street car companies wish to be allowed 
to use would enable people to travel more 
rapidly, but that method is accompanied with 
special danger to human life, In Brooklyn 
during the last six months forty persons were 
killed and 118 injured seriously by the trolley 
cars. The number of accidents was far great- 
er than under the old system. 

Wherever the overhead wires are used, in 
Brooklyn, fn Cleveland, or elsewhere, casual- 
ties due to them are strikingly numerous—so 
numerous as toshow that a commiunity should 
not tolerate their use as yet. It will not do to 
let the street car companies of this city kill 
and maim several hundred persons.a year in 
order that they may compete with the elevated 
roads. 

It is possible that the Council may pass the 
ordinance presented Monday night. The 
companies generally manage to persuade the 
Aldermen that what they want should be given 
them. In this instance, however, there will 
be energetic protests from property-owners, 
and the agents of insurance companies will 
have a word to say against a proposition the 
dangers of which they recognize fully. If the 
Council, controlled by peculiar influences, 
should pass the ordinance during the next 
four weeks, then Mayor Swift can make his 
administration most creditable by vetoing it. 


THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 

It now is announced upon the unofficial au- 
thority of a passenger by the China, which 
left Honolulu the 7th, that Minister Willis 
had called upon the Queen and President Dole 
and delivered his instructions on the day the 
China sailed. The passenger aforesaid fur- 
ther states that the instructions to the Queen 
in effect were that immediately upon restora- 
tion to her throne she must declare a general 
amnesty, placate those who had been engaged 
in seiting up the provisional government, and 

‘invite a number of its members to come into 
her Cabinet. The instructions .to President 
Dole in effect were that President Cleveland 
hoped the provisional government would co- 
operate in the interests of peace and good 
government, in which case the administra- 
tion would resume its policy of non-interven- 
tion. The passenger afcresaid also gives it 
as his opinion that both the Queen and Presi- 
dent Dole will accept this solution of the 
problem, that the Queen will be restored with- 
out bloodshed, but that she must take care of 
herself after she gets back to her opium 
aud lottery ptivileges and finds herself seated 
on what by courtesy is called a throne. 

The passenger aforesaid is an optimist and 
he bas shed a rosy light upon the situation, as- 
suming that the news which he brings is true. 
There is, however, in his statement a signifi- 
cant..qualifying phrase. He says: ‘* The 
length of time dur:ng which she would be per- 
mitted to reign would depend upon circuin- 
siances and the character of the government 
which she gave the islands.”’ If, as he says in 
another place, the influence of the United 
States isto be withdrawn immediately after 
she takes her place upon the throne it is en- 
tirely within the probabilities that ber throne 
soon will be knocked out from under her, and 
that she will find herself sprawling again. It 
is also within the probabilities that the depos- 
ing will be accompanied by bloodshed, as the 
provisional government has a strong armed 
force that will defy any resistance in case 
American marines are not on the ground. 
That they will not be goes without saying, as 
armed interference on our part would rouse a 
whirtwind of popular indignation against 
the Cleveland administration compared with 
which the present protests are feeble. 

Viewed from this point of view the whole 
business is in the nature of a farce. The 
Queen having been once ufiseated the admin- 
istration sets her up to be knocked down 
again, and leaves her m that sorry plight. It 
therefore makes itself responsible for this 
sévcond humiliation; if any bloodshed occurs 


it must be responsible for that also. The ac- 


tion of the adininistration in this whole busi- 
nesa bas been unbusinesslike, unpatriotic, 


and un American. A providonal government 
was in power. 
had been restored, business was reviving, and 
prosperity began to appear, If there has 
been no intention to annex the islands then 
the United States should have kept away 
from there unless it were called upon to pro- 
tect its own interests, which in this case were 
not imperiled. The Springfield (Maas.) Re- 
publican, which has been the President's 
steadfast advocate hitherto, makes the fol- 
lowing pertinent suggestion in this matter: 
“*S» long as there is a de facto government 
established there which has the support of the 
people and administers public affairs to their 
satisfaction the United States certainly has no 
right to disturb that government, and if it do 
not please the people it is for the people and 
not for the United States to overturn or re- 
formit.’’ Thatis the whole case in a nut- 
shell, and if the President refers this, matter 
to Congress he will be likely to hear some- 
thing not at all to his liking. A grave mis- 
take has been made, and as usual there is an- 
other Democratic muddle. 


THE POPULIST APPEAL FOR SILVER. 

The five Senators and ten Representatives 
who signed the “appeal” from tne govern- 
ment resolve to stop buying bullion silver 
which is not wanted profess to be indignant 
because, as they allege, unusual and cruel 
means were resorted to in the discussion. 
They claim to have been opposed with intent 
to deprive them of‘opportunities of spreading 
upon the record “ their reasons why the peo- 
ple should not be robbed for the ber.efit of the 
money changers.” The absurdity of this 
claim ig manifest when it is remembered that 
those “‘ silver advocates” had the discussion 
all to themselves for nine weary weeks, very 
little being said on the other side of the ques- 
tion. 

The talk about the people being robbed for 
the benefit of the money changers is the 
nearest approach to a confession of their true 
attitude, but it is deceptive, sophistical, and 
intended to mislead. Who are “ the people °’? 
The four millions of the industrial classes who 
have two billion @llars in the savings banks. 
Are they “people,” or merely money . 
changers? And the several millions of men 
who have deposits in commercial banks. Are 
not they also * people,” or are they inciuded 
in the class of “money changers’’ against 
whom these fifteen affect to be indignant? 
All those farmers in the United States who 
have money to their credit in bank, or have 
loaned out their money on real es- 
state or other security. Are they 
“money changers” and not “people”? 
The millions of pensiqners; the men 
who were soldiers in earlier life, and the 
widows and orphansof soldiers since dead. 
Are they not “* people?’’ Or are they nothing 
other than “money changers’’? ‘Must ail 
these classes be held up to opprobrium be- 
cause they desire that the currency standard 
shall not be debased 50 percent at the de- 
mand ofa few owners of silver mines and a 
somewhat larger number of dishonestly dis- 
posed fellows, who alsoare ‘people,’ but 
want cheap money with which to cheat their 
creditors? Is it fair to callthem “” money 
changers”’’ when the fact is they do not want 
the money standard to be changed, but desire 
it to be kept just where it is and has been for 
many years? The use of such language in 
reference to * people”? who are honest them- 
selvesand wishothers to beso stamps the 
Populist signers of the address as misleading, 
destructive demagogues. 

It is most likely that the influence of Allen 
and John P. Jones prevented the document 
from containing an onen confession of the 
Populist program with regard to ‘* money.” 
It is well known to be the Populist desire and 
purpose to discard both silver and gold from 
use as money, if they have the power to do so, 
and substitute for these metals fiat shin- 
plasters based on “the faith and resources of 
the Nation,”’ but never to be redeemed on de- 
mand in anything except “ faith,”’ as they in- 
tend the resources to remain untouched in the 
hands of the property-owners. Still, these 
Populists do allow that they prefer silver dol- 
dars worth about 50 cents each to 100-cent 
gold money, and they admit this preference 
because they know that the silver dol- 
lars are intrinsically worth but little 
more than half’ their face. They 
know that with free silver coinage 
on the basis they advocate the curreney unit, 
called a dollar, would have but half the pur- 
chasing power that the dollar has now. 
Hence they favor the silver dollar as the unit 
and basis of currency values because its 
adoption would carry them half way towards 
the point they are aiming at. Their grand 
object is to establish a debased, worthless, 
crank, fiat currency. Free silver coinage 
would gain for them half the end they 
seek, and they reason that in such case 
it would be comparatively easy to travel the 
rest of the distance. Jones and Allen have 
flopped into Populism too recently to want 
absolute fiatism just now. But they will get 
there later on, all the same, as they are on the 
high road to Mme. Lease’s screeching, crank 
platform. ; 

These Populists admit there is some 1,100 
millions of paper and silver now in circula- 
tion, not counting the 500 millions of gold 
that is in the country. . But their complaint is 
that the good-money men want to keep the 
whole of that large volume of currency at 
parity with gold and propose to have bonds 
sold to strengthen the resoarces of the gov- 
ernment and prevent the money from sinking 
to the 50-cent level. These Populists de- 
nounce this as a wicked “conspiracy” of 
Gladstone and Cleveland, the Federal Gov- 
ernment commercial centers, bankers, news- 
papers, etc.. They call it “a conspiracy to 
rob the people,” when the only conspiracy 
there is in the case is one between these Pop- 
ulists and the ultra-silver men to cut in two 
the purchasing power of all the silver and pa- 
per now in circulation and send all the gold 
out of sight. In raising or echoing the charge 
of “*conspiracy” these Populists resemble 
the fellow who shouts * Stop thief!’’ for the 
purpose of diverting attention from the real 
culprit. 


TRYING TO MAKE A LABOR PARTY. 

J lt is stated that some of the officers of vari- 
ous large labor organizations, such as the 
Knights of Labor, the Federation of Labor, 
the different associations made up of railway 
employés, etc., are trying to devise some plan 
for the effective union of these various bodies 
for political action to secure whatis called 
magniloquently “the emancipation of labor 
from the thralidom of capital.” It is hoped 
by those who are engineering this movement 
that the Farmers’ Alliance can be induced to 
join and thus give the new party strength in 
the country as well as in the cities, 

Such a scheme is too vast, It is beyond the 
power of any or all the labor leaders to carry 
it out. They cannot unite the different trade 
and labor unions into one organization for 
political action or for any other purpose. 
The latter do not want to be amalgamated. 
They prefer to retain their independence. 

Mr. Powderly is said to be the master spirit 
of this new movement, That is not impossi- 
ble. The Knights of Labor organization, at 
the head of which he has been so long, is not 
a success. The expectations of its organizers 
have not been realized. Its once mem- 
bership has dwindled, and it seems to be im- 


possible for it to get new recruits, Nothing 
could please Mr. Powderly more than to get

' The nap of the persons who are 
trying to idate labor is the creation of 
a new political party for the purpose of re- 
modeling’ the lawa 6f the country. Such a 
party’ might be of decided benefit to those 
who were its bosses, It would ‘accomplish 
nothing for those for whose benefit it was or- 
ganized professedly, 

If workingmen, farmers, or temperance 
people want special iegislation the only way 
for them to get it is through the old parties, 
each of which is anxious to comply with all 
reasonable demands when it thinks a number 
of voters are in earnest in making them. 
When men-set up in politics for themselves 
and form a party of their own to carry out 
their peculiar ideas the old parties grant them 
no more favors and pay no more attention to 
thein, 


Nar the workingmen were to white for politi- 


cal purposes and their ieaders were not sin- 
cere they would offer that party for sale to the 


highest bidder at each election. The bosses 


might make considerable money in this way, 
but the party would not last long. One of the 
charges made at a recent meeting of trade and 
labor union delegates at Philadelphia against 
Knights of Labor officers was * pretending to 
sell the votes of the orderto Republican, Dem- 
ocratic, and Populist candidates at each and 
every clection.’’ The greater the membership 
of an order the greater the temptation to pre- 
tend to sell it out. 

Workingmen wiil consult their own inter- 
ests much betier by being Republicans or 
Democrats and influencing the action of those 
parties, as they have done in the past, than 
by attempting to set up in political business 
by themselves only to become inevitably the 
prey of demagogues. 

INCREASE OF TRAIN ROBBERIES, 

Train robberies are on the increase, It 
would seem that the villains who perpetrate 
these outrages are waxing bolder in view of 
the evident difficulty the State authorities 
find in detecting and capturing them. Last 
Sunday merning the Chicago and St. Louis 
express of the Illinois Central was robbed at 
Bardwell, Ky., and packages said to contain 
over $7,000’ in money were taken by the 
thieves. Sunday night the track near Worth- 
ington, Minn., was spiked with intent to de- 
rail the passenger train from Sioux City, but 
the alarm was given by a farmer who had 
been robbed by the thieves while they were 
waiting for what they counted on to be a 
larger booty. Monday a train going south- 
ward on the Peoria, Decatur and Evansville 
railroad was “held up” and the brakeman 
shot, but the rascals obtained no plunder. 
This record shows that the previous rate of 
increase in train robberies is accelerating 
fearfully.. Ona group of roads in the South 
and Southwest twenty-four trains were ** held 
up’”’ within twenty years, and more than half 
of these crimes were committed in the last 
three years. Now two of them are packed 
into the record of a single day. 

In view of the fearful increase in the num- 
ber of these crimes the New York Herald says 
it is to be hoped that in his coming message 
President Cleveland will urge upon Congress 
the importance of Federal legislation against 
train robbery. It urges the point previously 
made by Tur Trreune that the red tape pro- 
cedure of State officials is apt to prove more 
helpful to the criminals than to justice, and 
that the power of Congress to legislate against 
train robberies on inter-State roads is not to be 
questioned, The duty to exercise that power 
would seem to be @qually plain. Long ago 
Congress passed a law for the regulation of 
freight traffic, It cannot be less important to 
pass a law for the’ protection of the lives of 
passengers against a danger that is spreading 
rapidly under notoriously inefficient means 
for its prevention. 

A stringent Federal law is absolutely neces- 
Experience has shown that existing 
State laws and officials are not adequate to 
cope with the emergency. The thieves gener- 
ally escape arrest and punishment unless 
when taken in hand by detectives working for 
one of the express companies. So long as the 
desperadoes do not interfere with the mails or 
the express car they are comparatively safe, 
In some places the local authorities are ter- 
rorized by the thieves, and when this is not 
the case the mere crossing of a State line is 
sufficient to place the scoundrels beyond the 
jurisdiction of the State officials who may 
have been following them, the way being open 
for escape before another set is ready to take 
up the pursuit. Unidera proper Federal law 
the robbers could be followed from one State 
to another without waiting for exiradition 
papers. Soon they would become so well 
aware of the fact and its dangerous conse- 
quences to them that they would hesitate to 
incur the latter. If not they could be fol- 
lowed remorselessly and put where they could 
do no further harm to honest citizens. 

The suppression and prevention of train 
robbery have become essential to safe travel 
by rail. They must be secured or people will 
be afraid to travel in great numbers, and one 
of the greatest conveniences of our modern 
civilization will be used by only the few. The 
suppression and prevention must be undertak- 
en by the National Governmert. It is a mat- 
ter of vital concern to the people of all the 
States and Territories, equally when traveling 
far from home as when near their own domi- 
ciles. Hence the President and Congress 
should give it earnest and speedy attention, 
and the President will not pérform his full 
duty to the people unless he commends the 
subject for action at the next session of Con- 
gress.

Mayor Swift received the last report on the 
condition of the city finances, the state of the 
appropriations, and the expenditures thus far 
this year from Controller Wetherell so late 
last night that he had not time to consider it, 
He has not yet examined the reports made by 
the other department and bureau chiefs either, 
He will probably take them up today. 

From competent and trustworthy authority 
it was learned yesterday that these reports wil} 
disciose a most unsatisfactory if not alarming 
condition of affgirs in many of the depart. 
ments and bureaus. In the first place the 
revenue of the City Hall will fall considerably 
short of the estimates of the Council, This 
has led to overdrafts on the general fund, 
The saloon license fees do not seem to have 
been carefully collected, Other license funds 
areinarrears. Some of the bureau chiefs 
went ahead hiring men and incurring expenses 
regardless of the appropriation. 

The street cleaning fund is nearly exhaust. 
ed and there is ho money for keeping the 
thoroughfares in decent order during the 
shopping season preceding the holidays. The 

street repairing fund is nearly all spent, too, 
The water fund, though the reevipts hate 
been larger than at any previous time, is not 
in a satisfactory condition, and there are 
many evidences of looseness, extravagance, 
and bad management elsewhere. It ia be.
